“% shipowners prepare new 
against the democratic and constitutional 
rights of workers to organize, strike and 
picket. Callously indifferent to the cost in 
human welfare and even lives, they try to 
short change the workers out of their eco- 
nomic, social and political rights. Their ob- 
jective: the complete crushing of all trade 
unions, the enslavement of the entire Ameri- 
can people, a la Hitler. 

The right of workers to picket unfair em- 
ployers, is the latest target against which the 
shipowners are bringing their heaviest guns, 
along with the right of workers to refuse to 
handle scab-produced goods. 


‘Portland, Oregon, is the locale for this cur- 

rent employers’ plot, apparently carefully 
chosen, as they try to set a precedent of a 
federal injunetion against picketing, although 
the Norris-LaGuardia Act specifically pro- 
hibits such injunctions. 

Co-plotters with the Waterfront Employers 
Assn. of the Pacifie Coast, are the immensely 
wealthy lumber barons of the Northwest. 
Scope of the conspiracy, the most dangerous 
yet to confront organized labor on the West 
Coast. is further indicated by the fact that 
the injunction, if granted, would yestrain all 
CIO unions (partticularly the Intl. Longshore- 
men’s & Warehousemen's Union and the Intl. 
Woodworkers of America) and would cover 
cargo either coming from or destined to 
Oregon ports. 

To the shame and discredit of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, its so-called leaders 
are also up to their necks in this conspiracy. 
The injunction suit declares the reason for 
seeking a restraining order is the fact that 
the AFL and the CIO are engaged in a ‘jur- 
‘sdictional war,” although it is obvious to all 
that all trouble on Pacific waterfronts in 
many, many moons has been caused by Team- 
sters’ Union ezars and other corrupt AFL 
afficials. The so-called “jurisdictional picket 
lines’ in the Northwest have beet established 
by these AFL officials in collaboration with 
the employer interests; the ClO picket lines 
are legitimately directed ,against unfair em- 
ployers, yet only ClO uhions are named 1n 
the injunction suit.

Who Pays the Bill for 
Railroad Profits 


i iprate ITEM: The California) Railroad 
| Commission granted (on November 3) 
permission to 52 California railroad compan- 
ies to increase freight rates on basic commodi- 


ties 7-10 per cent (about $12,000,000 an- 


nually). 

NEWS ITEM: The American Railroad 
Assn. is seeking freight rate increases of 
$459,500,000 annually and passenger rate 
increases totaling $48,500,000 annually, in 
hearings now going on before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Last October 22, 
the Commission granted freight rate increasés 


totaling $47,500,000 annually. 
NEWS ITEM: American railroad employ- 


éés received five cents per hour pay increase 
for non-operating crafts, 64 per cent pay 
raise (about five cents per hour) for operat- 
ing crafts—total cost to railroads about $89,- 


000,000 annually. 


BALANCE SHEET: Between 1920 and 
1930, the railroads took out five billion dol- 
lars in dividends and approximately seven 
and one-half billions in fixed charges, or 
enough to build an entire railroad system, 
brand new, throughout the country. In 1937, 
the railroads will net over $300,000,000 
profits more than in 1936, plus several hun- 
dred million dollars in bond interest. Rail- 
road workers’ wages are approximately what 
they were in 1921, despite the meager raise, 
and are less than wages paid workers of com- 
parable skill in auto, steel, oil and other in- 
dustries. 

WHO GETS THE GRAVY: Morgan.and 
Kuhn-Loeb, address Wall Street. They domi- 
nate the 13 major systems controlling, direct- 
ly or indirectly, nearly 90 per cent of the 
total mileage in the U. S., plus eight smaller 
systems. 

WHO PAYS THE BILL: The railroad 
workers, in low wages and long hours; the 
farmers, in freight rates; the public, in gen- 
eral, in higher commodity prices and in 
higher passenger train fares.

“Stand up and be counted 


This order is being heard up 
and down the entire length of 
California, in out of the way 
places, among most diverse peo- 
ple. The Communist Party is 
conducting its annual roll, an 
inventory so to speak. 


What does such a roll call or 
registration reveal? 


It reveals what a wonderful 
state we live in, how diverse 


are the industries that contribute 
to its wealth, how varied the 
people who operate those indus- 
tries. For example, in the 1936 
registration of the Party exactly 
one hundred occupations were 
listed. There were professors 
who are very erudite and learn- 
ed, having spent their lives with 
books and in classrooms, and 
there were unlettered agricul- 
tural laborers who with diffi- 
culty hold a pencil in their hand, 
let glone write with it. 


There were housewives whose 
life rebounds from stove to sink, 
who tell the day of the week 
by what they serve for dinner. 
Go into their kitchen and see 
which pots or pans are soiled 
and you can tell whether it is 
Monday or Friday. And there 
were migratory workers who do 
not know the days of the weck, 
but the seasons of the year, and 
you can tell the time of the year 
vy their whereabouts. Their life 
is a continuous loop, like that 
which the earth traverses an- 
nually through space, and their 
travels keep in time with those 
of the earth. When the sun’s 
rays fall brightest below the 
equator you may find them in 
the forests of the north, and as 
the earth continues on its inter- 
minable merry go round so that 
the sun’s strongest rays move 
above the equator, you will pro- 
bably locate them in the agri- 
cultural regions of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 


Seamen and Sutgeons 


There were seamen who have 
seen all the countries of the 
world and all the wonders. of 
the earth. And there were fac- 
tory workers who have worked 
in the same plant since they 
can remember. 


There wére surgeons on the 
skill of: whose sensitive fingers 
many a life depends. There were 
longshoremen with big backs and 
brawny arms which shift the 
commerce of the world from 
land to water. 


And so one eould go on 
through all the one hundred oc- 
cupations. 


League of Nations 


Equally as varied and even 
more fascinating were the na- 
tionaglities recorded, 43 in all. 
Even that is not entirely accur- 
ate for the number 43 only re- 
oresents the countries of birth, 
including the United States, in 
which more than 60 per cent 
of Communist Party members 
were born. 


One member comes from Mon- 
tenegro, another from India, a 
third from Syria. 


There are Armenians, Aus- 
trians, Latvians and. Irishmen. 
Colonial nations are well repre- 
sented: 99 from Mexico, 47 from 
the Phillipines, 6 from Porto 
Rico. 

From the United States there 
were 2,155. 


People say “California’’ with 
such asurance that one would 
believe that it was an entirely 
unified territory with one single 
distinguishing characteristic 
which can be easily identified. 
In the same manner, tney speak 
of a “Californian.” But take a 
look at the ‘miniature picture 
of the state, as represented by 
the Communist Party registra- 
tion and you see that it is not 
sO. 


Here there are lumber work- 
ers and you know that there 
must be timber forests in the 
state. There are motion picture 
studio workers. And ‘‘California”’ 
means something entirely differ- 
ent to each of them. 


Joy and Food 

Our Spanish-speaking com- 
rades enjoy themselves at fiestas. 
Russians throw vetcherinkas. The 
Finns have their own type of 
folk dance which strongly re- 
sembles the American square 
dance. 


Or consider the vital matter 
of food. Some will swear that 
shishkebob is the earthly equiv- 
alent of ambrosia, the food de- 
voured by the Greek Gods. 
Others will as heatedly defend 
tamales, potato cakes, shashlik, 
goulash, borshtch or spagetti. 


But they are all Communists, 
call each other comrade, sing 
the International, have a com- 
mon faith in the program of 
their party, and each in his own 
way is working for the same 
objective. They are all united 
in the party, abide by the same 
discipline, folow the same gen- 
eral staff of the party, the Cen- 
tral Committee. 


The Party and the Class 


They are the party, the ,Com- 
munists you hear so much about. 
When you look at the registra- 
tion, you see one of the reasons 
why the party is so hated by 
the big capitalists, and why its 
leadership and wisdom has prov- 
en so valuable to the working 
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class. It is so because the party 
reaches into all the phases of 
the life of the working people 
and farmers and_ intellectuals, 
and becomes a living embodi- 
ment of the collective experience 
of these varied people who are 
the axis on which our world 
turns. Because of that, as a col- 
lective body, it can be wiser 
than any one section of the 
workers, any one stratum of the 
people; it can be more farseeing 
ard in a position to lead the 
entire working class forward, al- 
ways having the interests of the 
class as a whole in mind. That 
is why it is sometimes nees- 
sary for the party to keep some 
of its members in_ individual 
industries in line. At times, well 


‘meaning people have their out- 


look limited by their immediate 
surfoundings so that they can- 
not see the interests of the en- 
tire working class. Then the 
party steps in. 


Thus the party must not have 
any blind spots. To understand 
the needs of the entire working 
class, it must be a¢€quainted with 
€ach individual section of that 
class. If must know their pecu- 
liarities, their national back- 
round, traditions and customs. 
t gains this knowledge through 
living transmitters, the Commu- 
nists among the various sections 
of the people, and it must have 
a constant check on these trans- 
mifters, for if any of them fail, 
there may be a short circuit in 
some part of the complex struc- 
ture that is the party. 


It is therefore clear that the 
party does not conduct a regis- 
tration to find out how many 
shishkebob-eaters there are in 
its ranks, It conducts a muster 
roll call to guage its strength. 
If there are not enough long- 
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ortion to the role the maritime 
industry plays in the economic 
life of California, and the role 
the longshoremen play in the 
labot movement, it must know 
that. If there are not enough 
Mexicans in proportion to the 
number of them in the state, 
it must know that, too. 


3,391 and 5,000 


Just as a true census which 
is not only concerned with count- 
ing noses, but segrches for what 
each nose represents, is an index 
of the economic life and physical 
distribution of the country’s pop- 
ulation, so a party registration 
reveals its weakness. and 
strength. Last year, for example, 
there were 3,391 Communists re- 
gistered. This year, the expecta- 
tion is to register more than 
5,000 members. That is a clear 
indication of growth and _ the 
registration will also reveal what 
kind of growth, for it 1s not 
only a matter of quantity but 
quality, as well. 


Furthermore, the carrying 
through of the registration is 
one indication of the effective- 
ness of the party organization. 
If you cannot register your 
members, how can you mobilize 
them for the many tasks which 
face the Communists in these 
days? 

Thus, the registration is an im- 
portant undertaking and is by 
no means a glorified bookkeep- 
ing venture. It is a muster, a 
roll call. And just as in the 
army when a roll call is com- 
pleted the report is given, “All 
present or accounted for!” so 
should the report be on Dec. 12 
when registration week Is com- 
pleted in the California Commu- 
nist Party.

Counsel for the People 


THE WAGNER ACT 


The National Labor Relations Act, often called the Wag- 


ner Act after its sponsore, Senator Wagner, is among the most 


important pieces of legislation ever enacted in the United 


States. 


While it is certainly not the final answer to a work- 


ers prayer, its usefulness to the organized labor movement 


has already -been convincingly 
shown. 


Significantly, the adoption of 
this law was bitterly fought by 
the most reactionary and anti- 
labor elements in the country. 
That it was finally adopted at all 
is a tribute to the strength of 
the labor movement, and an in- 
dication of the results which can 
be achieved by labor united. 


What is the stated purpose of 
the act? Briefly, it is to pro- 
tect by law the right of work- 
ers to organize in their own un- 


ions, and to engage in collective 
bargaining with employers 
through representatives of the 
workers’ own choosing. In ad- 
dition, the Act outlaws com- 
pany-dominated unions, those 
phoney organizations created by 
employers in order to cripple 
genuine unionism. These propo- 
sitions need a little more ex- 
plaining. 


Right to Join a Union 


First, the right to form, join 
and remain a member of a un- 
ion of your own choice and to 
engage in union activities. This 
right existed in theory long be- 
fore the Wagner Act, but if you 
dared to exercise it you gener- 
ally found yourself out of a job. 
Joining a union without fear of 
discrimination from the employ- 
er was possible only in those in- 
dustries where unions’ were 
strong enough to protect. their 
members by the threat of eco- 
nomic action. Weak unions were 
at the mercy of reactionary em- 
ployers. No worker needs to be 
told that mercy was seldom 
shown. 


Under the Wagner Act, if you 
are fired because you have join- 
ed a union of your own choice, 
your employer violates the law. 
The National Labor Relations 
Board, whieh is the government- 
al mé@dium set up to administer 
the Wagner Act, is authorized to 
conduct an_ investigation and 
hold a hearing on your case. 
After the hearing, the Board can 
order your employer to reinstate 
you to your former job, with 
back pay for time lost. 


Anti-union discrimination, of 
course, is not limited to eases of 
workers being discharged for 
union activities. Frequently em- 
ployers attempt to get rid of a 
militant union man by making 
his job miserable for him, for 
example, by demoting him to 
some other job for which he is 
unsuited, or transferring him to 
less profitable or less desirable 
work. 


In all such cases, the worker 
or his union can _ file charges 
with the Labor Board. After 
the evidence is taken at the 
hearing, the Board issues a 
“eegse and desist” order. This 
requires the employer to discon- 
tinue his unfair labor practices, 
and to reinstate the worker to 
his former position. 


Collective Bargaining 
Second, the right to bargain 
collectively through representa- 
tives of your own choosing. Ob- 
viously an individual worker is 
not in.a vosition to get decent

wages or fair hours if he has to 
deal single-handed with an em- 
ployer like the United States 
Stee] Corporation. But if all the 
workers in a plant pool their 
individual strength together, a 
solid united front is created. This 
is the meaning of collective bar- 
gaining, and it is one of the fun- 
damental reaons why unions ex- 
ist. 


The Wagner Act provides that 
the employer must recognize and 
bargain in good faith with the 
persons or organization which 
nis employees have selected to 
represent them. It goes even 
farther than this. It says that 
when a majority of the workers 
in a given collective bargaining 
unit have chosen a certain union 
to represent them, the employer 
must deal @xelusively with that 
union as the representative of 
all the workers in the unit. The 
employer is not permitted to 
play both ends against the mid- 
dle by negotiating with two or 
more organizations, each claim- 
ing to represent the same work- 
ers. 


When two or more labor or- 
ganizations claim that they each 
represent .a majority of the 
workers in a given unit, the 
Wagner Act provides a method 
of settling the dispute. Upon 
request, the Board will conduct 
a secret election, giving the 
workers an opportunity to des- 
ignate which union they wish to 
represent them. The unton which 
receives a majority of those vot- 
ing will be certified by the Board 
as the sole collective bargaining 
age of all the workers in the 
unit. 


Check-off Poll 

Often times the holding of an 
election is unnecessary, because 
a large majority of the workers 
in the plant are admittedly mem- 
bers of one particular union. In 
these instances the holding of a 
formal election would be an idle 
act. The Board therefore sim- 
ply checks off the membership 
rolls of the union against the 
employer’s payroll.. Thereafter 
it certifies the union as the sole 
collective bargaining agent for 
all the workers in the plant. 

This type of election is known 
as the check-off. Certification by 
the Board is equally effective 
whether on the basis of a form- 
al election or the checkoff. , 

In a later article we will take 
up the third main feature of the 
Act—the outlawing of company 
unions. We will also discuss 
the procedure for filing charges 
of unfair labor practices and pe- 
titions for elections.

The Soviet Elections 


OMEWHERE on the Chronicle’s editorial staff 

there is a twisted mind that delights in crude 
and ignorant distortions of what is happening in 
the Soviet Union. This editorial wisecracker 
doesn’t follow the style of Chester Rowell’s pom 
pous stupidities, but if possible is even more 
poisonous. The latest target for the Chronicle's 
jibes is the campaign for the Soviet parliament 
ary elections to the Supreme Council of the 
USSR on December 12th, under the provisions 
of the new Constitution. 

It happens that hundreds of thousands and 
millions of Soviet citizens are enthusiasticall) 
participating in the campaign and in the nomina- 
tion of candidates. The nominations were made 
not only by the Communist Paryt, but by trade 
unions, co-operatives, scientific and educational 
institutions, youth organizations, factory meet 
ings and collective farms. The whole country }s 
involved in the selection of candidates on their 
merit, regardless of their membership in the 
Party or not. In all probability, over 90 per 
cent of the Soviet citizens will vote on Decen 
ber 12th. This is an expression of genuine d 
moeracy which no capitalist country could equal, 

But the Chronicle wails that there isn’t enough 
opposition to make it a genuine election; that 
every “opponent” is shot; that remnants of the 
former ruling class are in prison or exile. lf 
we were to draw an analogy with the United 
States. let us consider the shooting of “oppor 
ents.” It is true that spies and wreckers have 
been shot or imprisoned, after due trial and co! 
viction (not by any mysterious hypnotism 
confessing-potions, as per the Chronicle bed-time 
stories. ) 

In the United States, there were several 
recent disclosures of former Army and Na- 
val officers who were convicted of treason to 
their country by selling military secrets to a 
foreign power. Would anyone suggest that 
they should not be imprisoned? And if 
America were in a war situation, would not 
the Chronicle be demanding that spies and 
traitors be shot? Or would the Chronicle 
oppose taking away their citizenship, and 
fight for their right to run for Congress’ 

Or let us take the case of the insane forgotten 
man who attempted to assassinate President 
elect Roosevelt in 1933. If the Chronicle dis- 
tortions were by some miracle transplanted to 
the Soviet press, the news of this man’s execu- 
tion would read something like this, with a Mos 
cow date line: “U. S. Government in Ruthless 
Purge of Political Opponents; Roosevelt Orders 
Execution of Foes; Confession Extorted From 
Victim by G-Men.” 


Absurdity Translated 


And the story covering the Roosevelt inaugu- 


ration in March, 1933, would have read some- 
thing like this: “The claim that the new Pres! 
dent was elected by a great popular majority 
is false. The election was a farce, as can be 
proved by the fact that a poor foreignborn 
worker, fancying himself the victim of a real : 
imaginary wrong, was condemned to death Db¢ 


cause he took a shot at the President. After all, 
he didn’t actually hit the President; the bullet 
went wild, and only killed Mayor Cermak 
Chicago.” ; 

Sounds absurd, doesn’t it? But far less absurd 
than the distortions of the capitalist press, when 
they vent their hatred for a great Socialist coun- 
try and its people and their leaders, and be- 
cloud the achievements of Socialism and Soviet 
democracy behind a smoke screen of venom. 

All the more reason why the Western Worker, 
when it becomes the daily “People’s World” ©! 
January first, must build its circulation to mass 
proportions, as an antidote to the Chronicles and 
the Times and the Examiners.

Tory Coal Bill

LONDON —The long - awaited 
Coal Bill of the National Gov- 
ernment has finally been issued 
revealing that all the coal in 
Britain, known and unknown, 
will pass into the ownership 
of the State in 1942. 

The purchase sum, already 
fixed at 66,450,000 pound sterling 
($250,000,000), is expected to 
aid greatly the hard-hit coal 
industry. Ever since the war 
British collieries, one of the 
country’s basic industries, have 
been driven to using the most 
advanced methods of rationali- 
zation and speed-up to maintain 
falling profits. 

Chief benefactors of the Coal 
Bill will be the large hereditary 
estates. Among these are the 
Church, of England, which now
